Parliament 
On Parade

Ottawa, Jan. 28. —Oi— A couple 
of Canadian university men arc 
drawing a new blueprint for radio 
broadcasting in Canada and the 
United States. 

One of them is Dr. James S. 
Thomson, president of the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan and a member 
of the Canadian broadcasting cor- 
poration's l>oard of governors. 

The other is Maj. Gladstone Mur- 
ray, Rhodes scholar, founder of the 
McGill Daily and first great war 
acc with 2,000 flying hours to his 
credit. 

Dr. Thomson is formulating cri- 
teria of a basic code of good taste 
to be adopted and applied by all 
North American radio chains 
which will substantially affect the 
type and quality of radio programs 
and the standards of oral advertis- 
ing. 

Preliminary conversations are in 
progress between Canadian and 
United Stat«s broadcasting authori- 
ties and with advertising concerns 
whose goodwill is vital to radio. 

'The CBC is taking the lead In 
establishing the new code because 
we feel wc can convince the adver- 
tisers, that the general character and 
trend of broadcasting can bç 
changed advantageously," said Maj. 
Murray, the CBC's general man- 
ager. 

"Radio is a peculiar medium and 
demands a particular set of stand- 
ards which can only bo classified as 
a code of good taste. 

"Wc feel there shoiild be a more 
definite consciousness of what the 
public wants, how the public likes 
to be treated. Obviously, some pro- 
grams can be changed to the public 
advantage." 

Maj. Murray, a native of Maple 
Ridge, B.C., founded the McGlll 
Daily in 1011— a period w'hcn un- 
dergraduate activities were first 
emerging as a definite part of col- 
lege life. He gives most of the 
credit for founding the newspaper 
to Stephen Leacock, noted Can- 
adian humorist who was then Mc- 
Gill's professor of political eco- 
nomy. 

"All wc had to start with was a 
tiny cubby-hole of an office and a 
little old prinUng press," Ma]. Mur- 
ray recalls. 

The infant dally has no profes- 
sional staff. Maj. Murray's cohorts 
had to work long hours, often to 
3 a.m., with lectures the next day. 

"More than once I turned up for 
classes red-eyed and sleepy," he 
acknowledges. 

But despite the extra-curricular 
activity Maj. Murray got his degree 
in Arts in 1912 and went to Oxford, 
where he edited the "Varsity" Ox- 
ford's fortnightly undergraduate 
newspaper. After the war he work- 
ed «for a time as special correspond- 
ent of the London Daily Ex))ress 
and during the general strike emer- 
gency period of 1B25 was in charge 
of emergency news services re- 
placing all newspapers for the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. 

He believes the CBC offers an

It has just been announced that 
Professor Philip* J. Turner, who 
held the position of director of the 
school of architecture of this uni- 
versity, has been presented with a 
medal of the Province of Quebec 
Association of Architects for his 
long and distinguished service to 
the profession, and to the cause of 
its educational development in 
Canada. 

Atef joining the staff of the Uni- 
versity In 1907. He became a Special 
Lecturer In Building Construction, 
and later Professor of Building Con- 
struction, Special Lecturer in Lib- 
rary Architecture, and Acting Di- 
rector of the school. Being a mem- 
ber of the Provincial Association of 
Architects since 1008, during which 
he was a 'councillor for. ten years. 
Prof. Turner spent a great deal of 
his time In designing many public 
and domestic buildings throughout 
the country. For a time he acted as 
special representative of the Royal 
Institute of British ArchltecU, and 
the younger Canadian Institute. In

Douglas Given 
High Post 

Ex McGill Head 
Goes to London 
To Aid Harrhnan 



It has been announced by auth- 
orities in Washington, that Lewis 
W. Douglas, a former head of Mc- 
Gill, has been appointed to the posi- 
tion of expediter of the United 
States Lease Lend programs in 
England. For this reason, it will 
be necessary for him to leave the 
U.S. immediately for London. As a 
result, Douglas stated that he would 
obtain a leave of absence from his 
present duties of president of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company as 
soon as possible. 

It is believed that Mr. Douglas 
will become an assistant to Mr. W. 
Averill Harrlman who is now Min- 
ister to Great Britain, and is' en- 
gaged in Lend-Lease work. The In- 
formation that Douglas was to re- 
enter the services of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment was released after he and 
Mr. Harrlman called at the White 
House. 

This Is the second position Mr. 
Douglas has held in the U.S. Gov- 
ernment. The statesman was for- 
merly the first budget director of 
the Roosevelt Administration. After 
holding this post for about eighteen 
months, he resigned in 1934 having 
broken with the administration on 
spending and fiscal policies. Later, 
in recent years, Mr. Douglas was 
nominated principal of this univer 
sity, but he only carried on these 
duties for a short time. Still later, 
Douglas became president of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company.

Youngsters at 
School and Play 

At the next meeting of the Men's 
Historical Club, to be held tomor 
row evening at the home of Pro- 
fessor Adair, 3578 University St, a 
paper will be presented by G. K. 
Stewart on the subject of "Child- 
hood In England In The L^ter Mid 
die Ages." The meeting will begin 
at 8.15 o'clock. 

The paper will deal briefly' with 
the .treatment of children, in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth , centuries 
their home-llfei éducation, and re- 
creation. 

Commenting .on the paper, a mem- 
ber of the executive stated that 
some reference would be made to 
the economic and social factors In- 
volved in the subject but that the 
paper would be, primarily, an at- 
tempt to see children as they were 
and were treated rather than a study 
of how they came to be so treated. 

The treatment will be descriptive 
rather than an attempt to attribute 
certain results to particular causes 
or sets of causes. In a subject such 
as this one dealing with a period of 
history where so great a proportion 
of the people were Illiterate, It Is 
difficult to assign the various causes 
their proper perspective because of 
the very obsciirity of the age.

Dean Cyrus MacMlUan represent- 
ed Principal James at the unveiling 
of the first memorial window to a 
McGill man who lost his life In ac- 
tion in this war, at a ceremony held 
Sunday at Lakefield Preparatory 
School in Ontario. 

Dean MacMlUan made the ad- 
dress atlhe ceremony. The McGill 
stiidanttwas Stuart Dunn, a former 
commerce student who left college 
after his second year, in 1040, and, 
joined the Air Force. He was killed 
in action in the late summer of 
1941. 

Dunn was a seventh generation 
Canadian, and the great grandson 
of Lieut-Colonel Charles Dunn. On 
his mother's side he was the great 
grandson of Colonel FltzGlbbon, 
who came to Canada with Sir Isaac 
Brock. Dunn's father resides in 
Quebec.

graduation. This calls for quick action if 
our boys are to benefit by it at all. Will 
the Graduates' Society do something about 
it NOW?

•|>',that have left the university in the service 
their country. • 

l^owever, the success of the War Rec- 
^. JoTOB'will depend to a great extent upon co-

benéfit, notify the War Records. For it is 
primarily as a help and assistance in the 
jrpbst-war period that this new activity is 
iV^j'^'flg-set up.

j^laervice on a university honor roll.

NEWSPAPER ETHICS 

To the average student on the 
campus a newspaper like the Dally 
is but a convenient source of Infor- 
mation and entertainment read and 
isubscrlbed to by the student body 
at large, and produced by a few 
who happen to be Interested In that 
kind of work. Very few of its read- 
ers ever think of the valuable Uraln- 
Ing received -by these interested 
few, a training in meeUng people, 
in observing accurately, in report- 
ing truthfully and in writing Inter- 
estingly which for Its very breadth 
of experience forms a valuable ad- 
dition to any college education. 
-iWhen a former president of the 
United States beciame ownre of the 
Marion Star, he handed to all his 
new reporters a set of rules which 
were adopted as the ethics of his 
newspaper. They might well be 
observed, not only by Daily editors 
and reporters, but In many cases by 
other students piursuing campus and 
academic acUvlUes. This list of 
ethics Is here reproduced in part: 

Remember there are -two sides to 
every question. Get them both. 

Be truthful. Get the facta. 

Mistakes are inevitable, but strive 
for accuracy. I should rather have 
one story exactly right than a hun- 
dred wrong. 

Be decent, be fair, be generous. 

Boost— don't knock. 

There's good in everybody. Bring 
out the good In everybody and 
never needlessly hurt the feelings 
of anybody. 

In reporUng a political gathering 
give the facta, tell the story as it is, 
not as you would like to have it 
Treat all parties alike.' 

Treat all rdlglous matters rever- 
ently. 

If it can be possibly avoided 
never bring ignominy to an Inno- 
cent man or child In telling of the 
misdeed or misfortunes of a rela- 
Uve. 

Don't wait to be asked, but do it 
without asking, and, above all, be 
clean and never let a dirty word 
or suggesUve story get into type, 

I want this paper so conducted 
that it can go into any home with- 
out destroying the innocence of any 
child.

MORE SCHOLARSHIPS 

It ia common knowledge that the 
lack of sufficient money prevents 
many individuals from realizing 
their ambitions for a better educa- 
tion than can be found in the pri- 
mary schools. The cost of a mod- 
ern college education is inordinate- 
ly high. The best and most prom- 
ising student* may be frustrated by 
sheer lack of financial resources 
from proceeding to further devel- 
opment in a university. Much 
valuable material must thus be 
wasted. 

The evil of this condition of af- 
fairs In which, speaking broadly, 
the poor student is placed at a tre- 
mendous disadvantage when com- 
pared with the student who can af- 
ford such an education, was stress- 
ed recently by Sir Robert Falconer, 
Principal of the University of To- 
ronto, In an effort to discover the 
causes of freshmen's falling to re- 
turn to college on successful com- 
pleUon of their first year, he was 
able to find out that halt of those 
who failed to return after Uie 1027 
term stayed away on account of 
financial reasons. He pointed out 
that In spite of our per capita 
wealth in Canada, the time-hon- 
oured struggle to secure an educa- 
tion often ends In many a stu- 
dent finding himself handicapped 
through lack of funds. 

This condition is not greatly 
minimized by (the number, of schol- 
arships and fellowslilps contributed 
by various persons to provide great- 
er freedom for Intellectual work,. as 
in the first place there are nlittye- 
ly few such scholarships, and "sec- 
ondly they are often 'won by stu- 
dents who would be proceeding to 
a university education' without such 
aid. 

The solution is manifestly to in- 
crease these scholarships and fel- 
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lowthlps, and to so apply them 
that they wiU be> utilized where 
most needed. Of ten a comparaUvely 
wealthy student relinquishes the 
monetary award attached to a 
scholarship to the next in line if 
Uiis will enable Uiat person In sec- 
ond place to reach college when he 
or she could hot otherwise have 
done so. This Is an. Ideal worUiy 
of greater appllcaUon. But the. main 
solution lies In increasing the num- 
ber of such opportunities by an In- 
crease of scholarships. A limitation 
of the monetary award to that can- 
didate in line of succession to the 
winner (who, being weàlUiy, is not 
in need of the financial aspect of 
the scholarship but only of Ute 
honour attaching thereto), might 
bring about a fairer condiUon of 
affaUs. 

The evil effects of part-time work, 
or "working a way through col- 
lege" have also been stressed In a 
recent Investigation which was held 
in Uie United SUles, The general 
view is that those students who 
work their way Utrough college are 
usuaUy belter studento but Investi- 
gaUon- proves that working does In- 
terfere with studies, and that those 
working students who do really 
brilliant work do so in spite of not 
because of the necessity which they 
labour under of parUally or wholly 
making their own 'livelihood. 

Thus one of the ways In which 
alumni who have the good and In- 
terest of a University at heart Is to 
endow a scholarship to assist more 
unfortunate students whose only 
disability Ues in their pocket from 
securing their leglUmate rlghU, 
Complaints that such scholarships 
result In loss of self-respect and dis- 
dain from others are refuted by a 
study of the Carnegie Trust which 
last year provided for, 1,404 stu- 
dents in Scotland.,.

Saintly- Lord Hall- 
fax Is now British ambassador to 
the U.S.A. 

Mr. Kraus devotes a section of his 
book to "Labour," and ho makes 
Bcvin, Morrison, Attlee, Greenwood 
and A. V. Alexander into perfectly 
respectable genilemcn, not revolu- 
tionaries, but pathfinders. Only - to 
Bevin does he give that odious as- 
piration— to become Prime Minister 
after the war is won. Mr. Kraus 
says of Morrison, "He has gone all 
the way from a reddish left-winger 
to an average Engllshman'l—though 
Heaven knows what that is. ° 

Under the heading "Eccentrics" 
he deals with Lord Bcaverbrook 
and Sir Stafford Cripps. Beaver 
brook's Canadian origin, his rapid 
rise from poverty to wealth (he 
was a millionaire at 30) his "inva- 
sion" of England, his success with 
the Daily Express, his dabbling in 
British politics, arc shown. But 
then, in all seriousness Mr. Kraus 
says: "Bcaverbrook was never a 
Hitlerite nor an antl-Scmlte nor 
any thbig of that sort He simply 
could not always curtail his ecccu' 
tricities." That is chiefly why "Brit 
aln's quiet peer stumbled if only a 
few steps, into the embarrassing 
neighborhood of Hitler!" 

The picture of Sir Stafford Cripps 
Is 'quite as amusing. Sir Stafford Is 
now shown> as ;^e British super- 
patriot ambassador most extra- 
ordinary to Josef Stalin. Sir Staf- 
ford's other redeeming characteristic 
is that he did oppose Neville Cham 
berlaln's pollclcsl While admitting 
that Cripps Is credited with the best 
brain at the Bar' In Englandf^jMr, 
Kraus then devotes considerable 
space to show how Inconsistent he 
is and crowns It with the fact that 
he is well off from defending cap! 
talist against capitalist In the law 
courts, failing to give equal em- 
phasis to the fact that he vehement 
ly denounces the whole capitalist 
system, and failing to show how 
really trivial the mis-called incon- 
sistencies are. For his reddish sym- 
pathies Cripps was expelled from 
the Labour Party in 1939, by those 
good fellows, Bevin, Morrison and 
AtUce.

Churchill" (J. P. Llpplncott Com 
pany, Copyright 1941). It follows 
his "Winston Churchill." But here 
he has chosen fourteen men sur- 
rounding Churchill and has at- 
tempted, to give a brief picture of 
each. In the fine Baxter tradition 
he sets out to eulogize the men in 
power, Churchill and his cohorts 
be they "Toty, Labor, or Conununlst 
and he denounces all their enemies. 
Chamberlain, who a .few years ago 
was widely acclaimed. Is now 
dragged .through the mud in no un 
certain manner and. because it 
seems to be a very high. honor to 
have, helped cause Neville's doom 
Mr. Kraus mianages to give credit 
for that to at least four of five 
men. Of course Mr. Kraus is not 
so obvious as all that It's just as 
subtle; as anyUiing-. Mr. .Beverley 
Baxter -has turned out; .' .' ' . 
'.The; author starts wIthHhe enig- 
matic Lord Halifax, and speaks of 
him favorably, although -'he sup 
ported Chamberlain at Munich. As 
Lord. Irw£n,;Vloeroy;;. of India, Hall 
fax MUgtrra. C9U^e.ot, coiftpromise 
and co-operation wiUi Mahatma 
Gandhi and while there fought 
vicious Communist activity. 

Truly nobly did he fuliiU his task, 
But with the rise of the Nazi mon- 
ade "HAllf ax; 'béiriir 'such a gentle 
Christian., soul, -could not compre 
hend Hitler and his part In Mtinlch 
was at least honorable.
